Economic Analysis 


Mr. Reuther’s economic analy- 
sis given in person to Sen. Ken- 
nedy noted there were 4,400,000 
unemployed in June. But, he em- 
phasized, there were 2,900,000 
working part time, some as little 
as_a day per week. 


Thus, in round numbers, the 
total of unemployed, in terms of 
making a living wage, jumps to 
about 7,300,000. And that is quite 
a different picture. It erases the 
“about normal” figure of four 
million and puts in its place a 
nagging problem. Since his docu- 
ment was delivered there have 
been other lay-offs in industries, 
chiefly those where machines and 
mechanical equipment are replac- 
ing hands. They take drudgery, as 
the old phrase had it, off the backs 
of men and women, but they also 
dramatically and, at times fright- 
eningly, reduce the number of 
jobs. 


Thus, we read in Mr. Reuther’s 
memo that total fulltime employ- 
ment for the first six months of 
1960 was 800,000 less than it was 
in. the corresponding months of 
1957. Most of these, because of 
age, cannot be “relocated” or 
trained for other work. They will 
remain a problem. 


Mr. Reuther is politically par- 
tisan and in his memorandum 
he pinpointed what has happened 
to the Negro worker. He said that 
the June, 1960, unemployment rate 
was 5.5 per cent of the white 
labor force, but amounted to 10.6 
per cent of the nonwhite force. 
There is, of course, an explana- 
tion for this. The Negro, through 
no fault of his own, has had less 
training opportunities. He has, 
through the years, provided a sub- 
stantial percentage of the unskilled 
and semi-skilled labor force. 


Displaced Group 


It is precisely this group which 
is being rapidly displaced by ma- 
chines. In warehouses, for exam- 
ple, a disturbing story could be 
obtained and written by deter- 
mining just how many muscle 
workers have been displaced by 
the various types of fork-lifts. 


Mechanization crops up in odd 
places.

Cuba Cut 
Own Nose, 


U.S. Warns 


By DONALD MAY 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
State Department accused leaders 
of the Fidel Castro regime Mon- 
day of ‘“‘cutting off their own nose 
to spite our face’’ in seizing U.S.- 
owned property in Cuba. 


The department said in its first 
formal reaction to the seizure that 
the Cuban people were the losers. 


Spokesman Lincoln White de- 
scribed the action as “a calcu- 
lated plan to destroy the economic 
benefits which these enterprises 
brought to the Cuban people.” 


He also said a formal protest 
had been lodged with the Castro 
regime. The American property, 
valued at approximately $700 mil- 
lion, includes 36 American-owned 
sugar mills. 


The State Department already 
had told the Inter-American Peace 
Committee of the Organization of 
American States that the seizures 
were an attempt by Cuba to dis- 
rupt hemisphere economics “‘in 
open league”’ with Russia and Red 
China. 


In another move in the fast- 
developing situation, the OAS de- 
cided Monday that the American 
foreign ministers should discuss 
Communist infiltration of Latin 
America. 


Against Cuba’s sole and bitter 
opposition, the OAS council agreed 
20-1 to place the Communist ques- 
tion on the agenda of the foreign 
ministers conference which opens 
Aug. 16 in Costa Rica.

Explaining this point further, 
Judge Alverson’s order said that 
if the 1958 act—which says the 
names of party nominees do not 
have to be on the general election 
ballot—is invalidated before No- 
vember, then a 1948 law would 
be the controlling law.

UNDER LAW 


While the 1948 law does not

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Alverson Decision 


Has Double Edge 


Democratic devotees of “unpledged 
electors” lost more than they won from 
Judge Luther Alverson Monday. 

They won the right to hold a straw 
vote this September. But they may have 
lost their “unpledged electors” law. Judge 
Alverson strongly indicated he may strike 
down the 1958 law on grounds of tech- 
nical faults in the title and elsewhere. 


This in turn would make a 1948 law 
apply in November’s election. And that 
law, passed when M. E. Thompson was 
governor, would require the names of 
Kennedy and Johnson to appear on the 
ballot in company with the Democratic 
electors. 

The Democratic leadership has been 
counting on the 1958 law to keep the Ken- 
nedy-Johnson name from even appearing 
on the ballot. If the name appeared, and 
the Democratic electors were so branded 
on the ballot, they would have a tight 
moral binding not to abscond with the 
Kennedy-Johnson electoral vote, even 
though legally they might call themselves 
“unpledged.” 

To get elected under the name of Ken- 
nedy-Johnson, and yet claim the right to 
rat, would dramatize the cynicism of 
“unpledged electors.” 

The situation would become even 
more intolerable if a September straw 
vote, stacked by gleeful Republicans, fa- 
vored disloyal Democratic electors. 

With such a prospect, the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee would be 
wise to scrap the idea of a straw vote. 
It also would be well advised to follow 
the example of Sen. Herman Talmadge’s 
mother, Miss Mitt, and back the Demo- 
cratic ticket instead of deflecting the peo- 
ple’s vote from it. 

As for the people, they have learned 
the legal truth: that they have no legal 
right to vote for a president, and can only 
vote for a crowd of people called “un- 
pledged electors,” who have the right to 
give the people’s vote to Nikita Khru- 
shchev if they desire. 

Having learned this, let Georgians 
now demand an amendment to the state 
constitution which will require their 
electors, once and for all, to cast the peo- 
ple’s vote for the people’s choice.

Guns Cocked Again 
For Auto Title Law 


The Georgia Independent Automobile 
Dealers Assn., holding its first annual 
convention here, intends to plug again for 
passage of an adequate auto title law at 
the next session of the General Assembly. 

Because such efforts in the past have 
fallen on deaf ears, the association has its 
own insured title program aimed at pro- 
tecting its mefbers and the general pub- 
lic. 

But what Georgia needs is a title law 
covering every car bought and sold in the 
state. Until such legislation is adopted, 
Georgia will continue to be notoriouus as 
a dumping ground for stolen vehicles. 

The association, youngest and largest 
of its kind in the nation, deserves full 
support in its drive to have the necessary 
law enacted.

U.S. Would Not Permit © 
Seizure of Guantanamo 


Recklessness and irresponsibility of 
Premier Fidel Castro and other. so-called 
leaders of the Cuban revolution insist on 
taking that country down the road to 
disaster. 

Events of the weekend make more 
certain than ever that chaos and anarehy, 
promoted by Moscow as tools of commu- 
nism, are deepening. The United States 
has been patient to the point of seeming 
weakness under some of the most severe 
provocations in our history. The reward 
has been more of the same. 

Should Castro make a move against 
the Guantanamo naval base, the United 
States will be justified in taking what- 
ever military steps are necessary. We 
would be forced to take action or risk a 
total breakdown of any claim to leader- 
ship of this hemisphere. 

All the world will be watching the 
meeting of the Organization of American 
States slated for Aug. 16. Should Latin 
American opinion turn against Castro, 
dissident elements in Cuba led by the 
Catholic Church will be encouraged to 
resist. Otherwise we may expect the 
worst.

It is no longer possible to regard re- 
newal as a routine problem that can be 
examined by an aldermanic committee 
alone. 


In a real sense urban renewal needs 
directly affect every decision to be made 
by the council—in zoning, transporta- 
tion, sewerage, sanitation, law enforce- 
ment and all the rest. Further, it is, and 
will be, a continuing program. It cannot 
be viewed as a project or a group of proj- 
ects to be dealt with once and forgotten.

Will Congress Session 
Backfire on Democrats? 


President Eisenhower offered no 
startling new proposals yesterday in his 
message to the reconvening Congress. He 
did serve notice, however, that two can 
play the game of politics with legislation 
he terms in the “public interest.” 

Pointing out that Congress had enact- 
ed only six of his 27 major proposals, the 
President gave a hint that this time it 
could be the Democrats who would have 
to face the “do-nothing” charge. As ex- 
pected, he issued a challenge on civil 
rights, one of the most serious areas of 
all, and reassured the nation of our mili- 
tary strength. He promised again to use 
the veto against excessive spending bills. 


Sen. Johnson sounded a bit off base 
in calling the message a “panicky attempt 
to embrace the Democratic platform.” 
There was little new in it except the 
request for an additional 600 million- 
dollar aid program for Latin America. 
Otherwise it was largely a repeat of his 
message earlier this year. 

Being the majority, Democrats appear 
to have obvious political advantages at 
the reconvened session. But these could 
backfire if political considerations rule 
out completion of a legislative program, 
whether or not it suits the Democratic 
majority. The President has some power- 
ful ammunition on his side.

Louisville, Ky., where the water sup- 
ply was fluoridated some nine years ago, 
has recorded a 57.5 per cent reduction in 
decayed, missing and filled teeth in first 
and second grade children. It takes only 
one part of fluoride to a million parts of 
water to bring about such results in 
Louisville. 


Fluoridation has been tested and has 
come through with flying colors. Dental 
associations heartily endorse it.

Nixon Team Has 


Strategy Planned 


WASHINGTON—To be given a close look 
into the inside of the Nixon campaign organiza- é 
tion and strategy is rather like peering through 
glass-sided panels into a giant, smoothly turning engine. The

interest 


is not, of course, in the mere fact that here is a great motor equipped 
with such and such and this and that. The interest rather is in ob- 
serving how each of these parts fits so precisely into the whole. 


Now — and abandoning forth- 
with all mechanical metaphors — 
here is the way it looks within 
the Nixon operation: 

There are two top men, next 
to Republican presidential candi- 
date Richard Nixon himself. One 
is old-pro Leonard W. Hall of New 
York, a former Republican na- 
tional chairman. Hall is general 
chairman of the Nixon strategy 
board. His main function, apart 
from acting as presiding officer 
over all, is strictly traditional. It 
is to work among the orthodox, 
the regular Republicans who are 
estimated to make up 40 per cent 
of the nation’s registered voters. 


In a high-level way — and sub- 
ject, of course, to all manner of 
state and local GOP organization 
cooperation — Hall’s job is to 
hold every last cherished one of 
the voters the Republican ticket 
already has. 


Top man No. 2 is - young-pro 
Robert Finch of California. For 
some time he has been Nixon’s 
chief administrative assistant in 
the vice presidential office. Now 
he is Nixon’s personal campaign 
director as well. 

His main job is to work among 
the 12 per cent of the country who 
are described as ‘‘independents’’— 
men and women with no auto- 
matic or emotional commitment 


to either party. His closely re- 
lated assignment is to move 
among all those Democrats who 
are now — or might become — 
unhappy with one end or the 
other of the Kennedy-Johnson 
slate. 


Finch’s recent journey to New 
York has produced an invaluable 
—and now a truly all-out — Nix- 
on ally in Gov. Rockefeller. Rocke- 
feller, it is understood, has agreed 
to put his popularity among the 
urban-liberal Republicans on the 
line for Nixon in the big and 
pivotal states of the North. 


The leader of the opposite right- 
wing of the party, Sen. Goldwater 
of Arizona, will be heavily used 
in the conservative South. So, too, 
on present planning, will be Presi- 
dent Eisenhower himself. 

It is believed among the Nixon 
people that Lodge will be sur- 
prisingly helpful in the South— 
for two very different reasons. 
One is that he is from a very old 
family, if a New England one; 
the South is still attracted by the 
old-family tradition. The other 
reason is that the South is “‘tough- 
er” toward Russia than any other 
section. Lodge, as our ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations, has re- 
peatedly — and on television be- 
fore the whole country — “stood 
up” to the Soviet representatives.

Is New to Society 


NEW YORK—I saw something very sad and 
| @ disturbing in Los Angeles, I was in a police sta- 
% — tion in what might be called one of the livelier 
of Los Angeles—or conversely, the deadier parts of Los Angeles. 


A police patrol car drew up in the courtyard and two coppers stepped 


out with three boys. 

Two of the youths were man- 
acled together. The third was 
tightly handcuffed with the brace- 
lets behind his back. This odd trio 
were gently shepherded into the 
station. I followed them in. 

The eldest was 14, the next was 
12 and the youngest was 10. The 
14-year-old was bleeding. A thin 
rivulet of blood: trickled from an 
eye, his clothes were torn and 
there was a small gash on his 
forehead. A_ colored policeman 
was cleaning him up in much the 
same way that seconds do to an 
injured boxer. He was a haggard- 
looking youth with sunken cheeks, 
deep-set eyes and a watchful, ro- 
dent face. The second boy was a 
nondescript lad with a battered, 
touseled appearance and an ex- 
pression of apprehensive interest. 
But the third — the 10-vear-old — 
was the one that interested me 
most 


He had straw-colored hair, china 
blue eyes and was fat in a re- 
duced Billy Bunter sort of way. 
A catapult or a kite would have 
been in keeping with his age and 
appearance. He could have been 
anybody’s boy and for people who 
like children he was the eternal, 
mischievous and slightly comical 
lad with a grubby hand close to 
oe 

were t ? Why were 
they chained? What had they 


done? They had stolen a car. 
For nine minutes police pursued 
these children around the streets 
of Los Angeles at speeds that, at 


one burst, reached well over 380 
miles an hour to keep up with 
the fleeing car. The vehicle was 
finally forced off the pavement 
and crashed. 


This was a new one on me—the 
super-deadly juvenile delinquent 
who has reached a pitch of fren- 
zied violence that must be some- 
thing new to what is called civi- 
lized society. The two elder boys 
had records of previous convic- 
tions. The fat, fair-haired boy with 
the big blue innocent eyes had 
never been in trouble before. But 
they were all hellbent. And proud 
of it although temporarily cowed. 
These types are not afraid of jail. 

One gang of these incredible 


children, the eldest was about 18, 


stole a car, roared up to the police 
station and opened fire with shot- 
guns. Most of them come from 
broken homes, many of them have 
been abandoned by their parents 
and live roaming the streets. They 
thieve, fight and maim. They use 
iron bars, bicycle chains, broken 
bottles — and guns. They peddle 
drugs and with knives and dag- 


gers they slash and stab, It seems 


a sad, sick world that can pro- 
duce such desperate kids.

Returning from a two-week tour 
of North America and Africa, Lu- 
mumba learned the Leopoldville 
capital province had joined seces- 
sionist Katanga in demanding 
strong autonomy for the Congo's 
six provinces within a federation 
to replace his central regime. 
FRUITFUL TRIP 

“I made an excellent and fruit- 
ful trip to the United States as 
well as to Africa,’ Lumumba told 
newsmen at the airport. “All I 
can tell you is that Africa from 
east to west and from north to 
south is on the side of the Congo 
government.” 


He said he would first have to 
talk with other members of his 
regime before making additional 
statements. 


In Lumumba’s absence during a 
critical period of his young na- 
tion’s life, sentiment against his 
central government and his meth- 
ods of running it hardened. 


BAKONGO TRIBESMEN 


With economic distress spread- 
ing, the influential Bakongo tribes- 
men of western Congo were 
reported rising in indignation 
against his leadership. Belgian 
sources said separatist move- 
ments were growing in Kasai 
province to the east and Equator 
proviuce to the northwest. 


Lumumba returned to find still 
unsatisfied his demands of two 
weeks ago that all Belgian troops 
leave the country and that Baron 
Jean Van den Bosch, head of the 
Belgian mission, go with them. 


Before leaving Accra, the capi- 
tal of Ghana, Lumumbaa an- 
nounced he and Ghana President 
Kwame Kkrumah had agreed to 
establish a combined high com- 
mand to speed the withdrawal of 
Belgian soldiers from this former 
Belgian colony if the U.N. fails.

The main concern of Lumumba 
has been the defiance of rich Ka- 
tanga province, which has de 
clared itself independent of his 
rule. But now Katanga’s cry for 
a federation of self-ruling prov- 
inces was taken up by Leopold- 
ville province, which controls the 
Lower Congo.

“Our families are old 
friends,” he said. 


His battery of lawyers said the 
adultéry charge could not be! 
proved and threatened to file 
countercharges. 


Hohenlohe charged, however, 
that there was more than friend- 
ship involved and that he could 
prove it, 


Released along with Pignatari 
were six of the guards he said he 
had hired to protect the princess 
and her two children. All were 
charged with resisting police at 
the time ef the raid. 


Five others picked up by police 
—three guards and two hotel 
workers—already had been re- 
leased. 


Except for a brief appearance 
in court to hear the formal charg- 
es read, Pignatari remained in his 
cell until Monday afternoon — 
despite protests of diplomatic im- 
munity.

His order said the case pre 
sented two issues, and the decision 
on the first point—whether allow- 
ing the referendum would deny 
Henderson of any rights—would 
settle the injunction question and 
would not require a ruling on the 
validity of the elector law. 

“The only question then before 
the court at this time and only 
question upon which this court is 
now passing is whether the fact 
that non-Democrats may vote in 
a Democratic primary upon the 
question of whether Democratic 
presidential electors shall be 
pledged or unpledged deprives 
petitioner of equal protection of 
the laws under the state and fed- 
eral constitutions.” 


The order said that the failure 
to limit the voters in the state 
Democratic primary to members 
of the Democratic Party ‘“‘is not a 
denial of equal protection of the 
laws.” 

It also pointed out that the re- 
sults of the proposed referendum 
would not have the effect of law 
and would be merely a “straw 
vote” which only reflected the 
feelings of voters. 


In a section specifically dealing 
with the electors law, the judge 
said he felt certain remarks about 
it are “appropriate so that its or- 
der be not misunderstood or mis- 
construed.” 


The order pointed out that the 
U.S. Constitution does not prohibit 
unpledged presidential electors. 
And it added that there was no 
contention made in the suit that 
the 1958 law violates the federal 
constitution. 

“Rather, it urges unconstitution- 
ality under the Georgia Consti- 
tution. While it is true that the 
federal constitution provides that 
‘Each state shall appoint the elec- 
tors in such manner as the Leg- 
islature thereof may direct’, this 
does not give the State Legisla- 
ture license to violate their State 
Constitution. . . .” 


The order continued that while 
the court was of the opinion that 
the 1958 law does not violate the

LOVE UNDER THE LAW 


Women Are Losing 


Heart Balm Cash 


On Aug. 26, 40 years ago, 
women won the right to vote. 


Since then, they have gained 
a great measure of social and 
economic equality as well. 
But in making those gains, 
they have also lost many of 
their rights to cash balm for 
injuries to their hearts. This 
is the first of three articles 
telling how the law of love 
is changing.

NEW YORK, (WNS)—Not long 
ago a 36-year-old Milwaukee 
man slapped a half million dol- 
lar damage suit on a railroad, 
charging that it helped derail 
his marriage. 


Earlier this husband had 
brought a $100,000 alienation of 
affections suit against a male 
employe of that road — the 
Chicago and North Western Rail- 
way. He contended that the rail- 
road had placed his wife and the 
man for whom she worked as 
secretary “in employment re- 
lations which necessitated long 
and continual close proximate 
personal contact between the 
parties.”” 


The two worked all hours of 
the day and night, and the job 
caused them to make overnight 
trips to other cities, charged the 
injured husband. The wife had 
culminated all these activities 
by announcing that she’d fallen 
in love with her boss. 


This case, unique in the an- 
nals of ‘‘heart balm,”’ is especial- 
ly noteworthy for two reasons:

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It defies the custom which usu- 
ally protects women rather 
than men in affairs of the 
heart—and it comes at a time 
when heart balm suits have all 
but disappeared. 


The love relationship between 
man and woman has undergone 
some changes in its standing 
under the law. A look at what 
has happened in the last two 
decades casts considerable light 
on how women’s growing social 
and economic equality gradually 
gets them less protection as 
“weaker vessels.” 


The biggest area of change 
has occurred in the body of com- 
mon law called heart balm. 
These are unwritten laws estab- 
lished by precedent and prac- 
tice, which we inherited from 
British jurisprudence. They 
come under the heading of civil 
law, wrongs committed by peo- 
ple against each other for which 


redress is usually monetary 
damages. 

Starting in the mid-thirties, 
state after state ruled out 


various forms of heart balm, 
until the torch carrier has been 
all but barred from the court- 
room. To learn why Cupid’s 
rights have waned at the bar of 
justice, I sought out Dr. Monrad 
Paulsen, professor at the Col- 
umbia University Law School. 


He described the four main 
varieties of heart balm: 


1. Alienation of affections: The 
right of a spouse to sue for dam- 
ages from “the other man or 
woman” who has taken away 
the love formerly received from 
a mate. Only a marriage part- 
ner may bring this suit, for 
only marriage gives legal 
“ownership of love” to the 
spouses. Anybody taking it away 
is guilty of stealing. 


Moreover, a person who ac- 


cepts the love of a married man 
or woman (unless legally sepa- 
rated) can be held guilty as a 
love thief, even though the 
straying spouse insists he no 
longer loves his mate, is mis- 
understood at home, and the 
other cliches uttered by the 
mismated—or the adventurous. 


2. Breach of promise: Breach 
of contract to marry. 
the proposal and acceptance are 
verbal, written or merely un- 
derstood, it is a contract if evi- 
dence can be presented to prove 
it occurred. Damages are 
awarded to the injured party 
(usually the woman) for emo- 
tional suffering and material 
losses. 

3. Criminal conversation: Sex- 
ual relations between a ma 
woman and “the other man.” 
Though the husband has the 
right to collect damages from 
the man, this kind of suit is 
rare. 


4. Seduction: Sexual relations 
with a female of previously 
chaste reputation. Gives the 
woman the right to sue for dam- 
ages from her seducer. This 
does not apply to married 
women, since the plaintiff must 
be assumed to have been a 
virgin. 

One third of the states have 
now ruled out breach of prom- 
ise. As many have passed laws 
making alienation of affections 
suits illegal. And though the 
other states have not ruled out 
heart balm, they’re giving it 
less house room in the courts. 


As a result, only a few heart 
balm suits are brought each 
year throughout the United 
States. Lawyers don’t like to 
handle poor-risk, low-fee cases, 
so even where it is legal they 
often refuse to bring suit for 
heart balm.

To be precise the afternoon was Oct. 1, 1927. Pie Traynor de- 
livered the winning run via a sixth-inning single as the Bucs belted 
Cincinnati, 9-6, to cinch the crown. Two young brothers, Paul and 
Lloyd Waner, waged a duel for the N.L. batting crown as the 
one-two punch atop the Pirate batting order. Paul eventually won 
the title with a .380 mark, Lloyd plunged all the way to second 
with an average of .355 in his first major league season. 

The late KiKi Cuyler, who steered Atlanta to two pennants, 
was the third member of the outfield for most of the season. 
But Cuyler didn’t play in the late stages or in the World Series. 
He was benched after a run-in with Manager Donnie Bush and 
dealt to the Cubs the next year. Cuyler complained that Bush 
shouldn’t play him in left field and bat him in the No. 2 spot, 
so Bush didn’t play him at all. 


Unless the Pirates falter down the stretch, you'll be hearing a 
lot about the 1927 champions. And it's entirely possible that World 
Series history will repeat, for the Bucs met the Yankees that year. 
Babe Ruth and company, who won 110 regular-season games, swept 
four straight in the Series. 


Now Pittsburgh is again making plans for a World Series, and 
i#t looks as though the Pirates may co-operate this time. Mean- 
while, pennant chairman Danny Murtaugh is playing one game at 
A time.

Federal Reserve Eases Rules 


To Meet Rising Credit Needs 


WASHINGTON (#—The Federal Reserve Board 
‘Monday freed about 660 million dollars of bank reserves 
for lending to meet rising credit needs. 


This was done by making the | 
following changes in regulations 
relating to vault cash and reserve 
requirements: 


1. Effective Aug. 25, federal re- 
serve banks outside major cities 
(country banks) will be permit- 
ted to count in meeting their re- 
serve requirements, any cash they 
hold in excess of 2% per cent of 
their net demand deposit. At pres- 
ent they can count only vault cash 
in excess of 4 per cent of net de- 
mand deposits.
